W as hington. March 1.—{Special, j— From 


authority that stands high in administra 
tion circles I learn that tho anxiety of the 
president and his advisors as to immediate 
trouble with Spain grows out of their 
know ledge of the general situation in Ha 
vana and not tho complications due to tho 
disaster to the Maine. The Maine calamity 
may indeed be duo to tho conditions pro 
vailing in Havana which now give the 
president worriment, and these conditions 
are the presence of a conspiracy on the 
part of the Weylerites or irreconciliables to 
drive General Blanco out of the island and 
to kill the autonomy scheme which he was 
sent out to put in force. 
Autonomy ap 


pears to be dead enough of its ow n weight, 
hut there are reliable reports here to the 
effect that many leading Spaniards would 
prefer annexation to the United States to 
even a farcical home rule. In other words, 
they hate the Cubans worse than they hate 
the Yankees. 
To my knowledge Consul General Lee 


has sent, reports to the state department 
which indicate danger of anti American 
riots egged on by the Weylerites. 
This is 


not so much because tin* conspirators wish 
harm to Americans as because they wish 
to disgrace Blanco as a ruler and make it 
necessary for the government to recall him. 
These people w ill never be content till 
they have Weyler back with them. 
The 


army officers are said to be still devoted to 
their absent chief, probably because of the 
rich pickings which he divided with them. 
If the irreconcilable« start an anti-Amer­ 
ican riot in Havana, that will be the end 
of things so far as Spain’s rule in Cuba is 
concerned. 
I beard a prominent naval of­ 
ficer say today: 
“ At the first sign of trouble in Havana 


the government w ill see to it that we 
have not only one hut half a d< zen war 
ships in Havana harbor. 
They w ill have 


to go there to protect our citizens. 
Once 


there it w ill bo easy for the Weylerites to 
firing on a situation in which the com 
mander of one of these vessels may find it 
necessary to lire on the mob or to land 
marines who will use their carbines right 
and left. 
Mind what I say, it will not 


take a very serious provocation to elicit a 
shot from an American ship or a raid from 
American marines in Havana. 
The navy 


will never forgive Spain a n d the Spaniards 
for the loss of the Maim, and tho naval 
officer who brings on war by firing a shot 
will not be disgraced among his country 
men. ” 


N o C o m in M u d in g A d m ir a l. 


I am asked who will be the cominat d- 


ing admira] of the navy in case of war 
with Spain. 
There will bo no command 


ing admiral. 
In our naval organization 


we have no admiral at this time. 
Thi«ru 


are six roar admirals, of equal rank, but 
the office of admiral expired with tho death 
of Admiral Porter. 
In the organization 


of the army there is a general, but the 
navy has no commander ( f such exalted 
rank. 
The fleet operating against Spain 


in tho event of war w ill be commanded by 
the rear admiral selected for that post by 
the president. 
The question has been asked here what 


will happen if the Spanish government 
makes an investigation of the Maine dis 
aster and reaches a conclusion exactly the 
opposite of that reported by our court of 
inquiry. 
Such a condition of affairs is 


likely to arise. 
The general opinion in 


official circles here is that the court of in­ 
quiry will bring in a verdict that the 
Maine met her fate from a cause originat 
ing outside the ship. But the proof of this 
conclusion may not be so absolute and 
overwhelming as to leave no room for 
doubt. 
The Spaniards are naturally en­ 
titled to make an investigation on their 
own account, and no one would he sur­ 
prised if their finding was that the catas 
trophe was an accident. 
They may even 


try to place the responsibility upon the 
officers of the Maine, charging them with 
carelessness, at least by implication if not 
in so many words 
In such ease there will be nothing for 


the United States government to do but to 
stand by its own verdict. 
Every move 


made by the president will be based upon 
the verdict of our naval court of inquiry. 
We have nothing to do with tiie finding 
reached by the Spaniards. If their govern 
ment wishes to defend tiie accident theory 
and to base their official action upon it, 
that is Spain's right. But if they refuse to 
make the 
reparation demanded by the 


United States there is no doubt as to what 
the result would be. 
It, would be bad for 


Spain.

lions into battleships we must have a tleet 
of torpedo boats

When 
one is asked by a w ould he 
student of architecture about his (the 
student’s) chances of ^succeeding as an 
architect, 
it is v ery good to find out 
what his procliv ities are and w h e th ­ 
er he is m erely interested in fine art 
and seized w ith the idea th a t a rc h i­ 
tecture is an easy, fine a rt to study and 
to practice. 
The architect should lov e the quarries 
ami should v isit them w ith eager c u ri­ 
osity. The cleav age of stone and its a p ­ 
pearance in its natural bed should be 
not only a delight to him , hut an object 
of close study. 
The architect should 
lov e the lum ber yard, not to say the 
forest. 
To him the tim b er in itself 
should he a thing deligh tfu l to study 
and its possible uses delightful to con­ 
template. T he architect should lov e the 
brickyard, and experim ents in cements 
and in m ortars should be his holiday 
amusement. And, finally, the architect 
must hav e such an eye and such a 
soundness of jud gm ent that bad work 
cannot escape him. 
A fa m ilia rity w ith 
details not unlike th a t of a good m aster 
builder he m ust combine w ith a know l­ 
edge of principles and of possibilities 
far beyond that of tho m aster builder, 
so that good w ork w ill come to his 
buildings as of inev itable sequence, ami 
had or ev en slighted w ork w ill he im ­ 
possible in thorn.

professions, for as y et there has been no 
hint of a lawsuit ov er his w ill.

w ill ran ov er with miscellaneous kind­ 
ness and benev olence.

F. R. Spearman writes of “ Queer 
American Riv ers” in St. Nicholas. Mr. 
Spearman say s: 
With all its other eccentricities, tho 
Missouri riv er leaks badly , for y ou 
know there are leaky riv ers as w ell as 
leaky boats. The gov ernment engineers 
once measured the flow of the Missouri 
away up iii Montana and again some 
hundred miles farther down stre am. To 
their surprise they found that the Mis­ 
souri, instead of growing bigger down 
stream, as ev ery rational riv er should, 
was actually 20,000 second feet smaller 
at the lower point. 
Now while 20,000 second feet could 
be spared from such a tremendous riv er 
that amount of water makes a consider­ 
able stream of itself. 
Many v ery cele­ 
brated riv ers nev er had so much water 
in their liv es; hence there was great 
amazement when tho discrepancy was 
discov ered. 
But of late y ears Dakota 
farmers away to the south and east of 
those points on the Missouri, sinking 
artesian wells, found immense v olumes 
of water where tho geologists said there 
wouldn’t bo any . 
Ho it is believ ed that 
the farmers hav e tapped the water leak­ 
ing from that big hole in the Missouri 
riv er away up in Montana, and from 
these wells they irrigate large tracts of 
land, aud naturally they don’t want 
the riv er bed mended. 
Fancy what a 
blessing it is w hen the weather is dry 
to hav e a rht-r boiling out of y our well, 
ready to flow where y ou want it ov er 
the wheatlields! For of all manner of 
work that a riv er can he put to irriga 
tion is, I think, the most useful. 
But 
isn’t that a queer way for the Missouri 
to wander about underneat h the ground?

In the 
m ills the women are iu the majority 
The men preponderate when it conies to 
the making of damasks and fancy de­ 
signs. For at least four centuries it has 
been an honored custom in the Nether 
lauds for y oung women to begin making 
their marriage portion in linen when 
mere girls. 
Home go so far as to start 
with tin* sowing of tho seed ; others be 
gin with the spinning, while those bet­ 
ter off buy the finished eloth. All do the 
cutting and sewing. 
A wedding outfit 
consists of petticoats, nightgowns and 
other underwear, sev eral suits for slim­ 
mer wear, sheets, pillow cases, bolster 
cases, pillow shams, shirts for the hus­ 
band to be aud a number of rolls of tfie 
uncut material for future emergency 
or use. 
Nearly ev ery girl of marriage­ 
able age has a stock of these goods rang
